° ‘LITERATURE IN JAPAN. 


rom “ Japan and Her People,” by Andrew Steinmetz.” 


The Japanese printers keep the market well supplied with cheap, 
easy books, intended for the instruction of children, or people of the 
poorer classes. The editions or impressions of books of a higher order 
appear to be uncommonly numerous. Most of these books are illustrat- 
ed and explained with frequent woodcuts, which are engraved on the 
same wood-blocks with the type. Like the Chinese, they only print on 
one side of their thin paper. An imperial cyclop:edia, printed at Meako, 
in the Mikado’s palace, is most copiously embellished with cuts. 

According to Balbi, the libraries at Jeddo and Meako contain 150,- 
000 volumes 

All are agreed that reading is a favorite resource and recreation with 
both sexes, and that the Dairi, or court of the Mikado, is eminently a 
learned, literary court. 

It is said that few sights are more common in Japan, during the sun- 
ny seasons of the year, than that of a group of ladies and gentlemen 
seated by a cool running stream, or in a shady groye, each with a book 
in hand. Whatever their literature may be, it is evidentthat it delights 
them, and that it has polished their manners, 

It is scarcely fair to judge of the literature of any country by mere 
translations. The difficulty of so judging is vastly increased when the 
language of the original writer and that of the translator differ su entire- 
ly as does the Japanese from Dutch, German, French, English, or any 
European dialect. Then again, we possess as yet but very few and trag- 
mentary translations from the Japanese of any kind. In this our unin. 
formed condition, it appears to have been rather premature in any Eng- 
lish writer to sit in judgment on the literature of these people. The few 
specimens of their histories or annals have been called jejune, trivial, and 
monotonous ; the specimens of their geographical works dry and dull, 
Bat in the multiplicity of native authors and books, the best may not 
have been chosen, or the very few Europeans who have tried their 
hands at the task may not have been the best of translators. 

It is said that every Japanese is fond of quoting poetry, and enliven- 
ing his conversation with verse. So far he seems to be a perfect Doctor 
Pangloss. But of the metre, or rhyme, or construction of Japanese po- 
etry we can scarcely be said to know anything. It appears pretty ev- 
ident that their poets delight in point, antithesis, epigrammatic turns, 
and what we call concetti, or conceits. 

They have many historical ballads, which are said to be not very un- 
like our Chevy Chase. In the preface of a work entitled the Zale of the 
Siz Folding Screens, occurs the following quaint and characteristic 
passage :— 

“ The reader will find in this book nothing about fighting with ene- 
mies, or about conjurors or magical works, or fairy discourses, or jack- 
als, or wolves, or toads: nothing about pedigrees, or jewels, or any other 
lost property. Here are no stories of confusion between the names of 
father and son, or elder and younger brother ; no sealed-up boxes, or hair- 
pins, or mysterious revelations of the gods and Buddhas, by means of 
dreams; no mortal swords pointed against each other; nothing which 
makes the blood run cold can at all be found in it. Convinced of the 
incorrectness of the adage, that ‘ Men and folding screens cannot stand 
unless they be bent,’ we have here hastily put together, upon this perish- 
able paper, covered with figures, the brief notes of good counsel, as a 
border or frame, to the tale of six such folding screens under the new 
forms of this transitory world, who have wholly disdained to bend; and 
we publish the same to the world.” 

In their Mirror of Female Education, published at Jeddo, in 1534, 
we have pictures of temale occupations and pastimes ; pictures of ladies 
at their toilette, and others showing how they ought to behave them- 
selves in company ; in fact, a perfect Japanese “ interior.” 

The Japanese have the counterpart of our very useful lines :— 


Thirty days hath September, 
April, June, and November; 


but they do not make up the months of the year as we do. Here is the 
curiosity :— 

Si yo dai mi o 

Mou sio ni nikou mo ou, 

Nanats ou bo si 

I ma ai kou si re ba 

Si mo no si ya wasi. 


These lines contain the names of all the Japanese months of thirty 
days, as well as of those that have but twenty-nine days. Yet the same 
verses being read in their ballad sense, signity— 

‘All the grandees of the empire abhorred the bear (the arms of Yam- 
assiro, which are seven stars); let it shine no more; it is a happy event 
even for the lowest servants.” 





They appear to have a great many of these aids to memory, some of 
their verses fixing the dates of historical events, like the late Dr. Valpy’s 
chronology in rhyme, which we learned by heart in our schoolboy-days, 
and which still clings to our memory in spite of the medivcrity of its 
verse :— 

Through sixteen centuries the revolving sun, 

And summers filty-six his course had run, 

When sinful man drew Heaven’s just vengeance down, 
In one wide deluge the whole earth to drown, &e. 


Some of their poems seem to consist of religious dogmas or moral 
apothegms. The following might have been uttered by a pious Chris- 
tian :-— 

Kokoro da ni makoto, 

No mitri ni kana fi nabo 

I! no ra tsoe to te mo kani, 
Jamo mo ramoe. 


Upright in heart be thou and pure, 
So shall the blessing of God 
Through eternity be upon thee ; 
Clamorous prayers shall not avail, 
But truly a clear conscienee, 

That worships and fears in silence. 


Many of their prose tales and romances appear to be exceedingly 
interesting, and far more imaginative, and at the same time more nat- 
ural, than the general run of Oriental narrations. I have given some 
short specimens, and more will be found in the works of Titsingh. Jap- 
anese gentlemen throw off, at their festive meetings, rhymed toasts, like 
Italian improvisatori. 

The dramas, which so attract and fascinate the Japanese, are said to 
admit, in one and the same piece, a Shaksperian mixture of the tragic 
and comic, and to bid a bold detiance to what classicists and the French 
of the old school eall the * Unities.” They think nothing of passing, in 
the twinkling of an eye, from one island to another, or from Japan to 
China or Corea, or from earth to heaven, or to the regions under the 
earth. These plays are generally founded on national history or tradi- 
tion, presenting the exploits, loves, and adventures of Japanese heroes 
and gods. Some of them may be called didactic as they are designed to 
illustrate and enforce certain moral precepts. Their general tendency is 
said to be elevating, patrietic, and excellent; but they sometimes exhib- 
it, in broad and revolting light, the unfavorable features of the national 
character; such as a demoniacal passion of revenge, and a fondness for 
witnessing punishments and tortures. M. Fisscher saw, on the stage, at 
Osacca, the representation of one of their punishments by torture, which 
he describes as astoundingly cruel. 

It appears that more than two actors are seldom, if ever, upon the 
stage at the same time. The theatres are very large, and, to fill them 
with their voices, the actors have asad habit of roaring and ranting. 
As in the old times, in England and every other European country, the 
female parts are filled not by actresses but by smooth-chinned boys. 
This we believe to arise, in Japan, from the excessive fatigue attendant 
on the profession, to which no woman’s strength would be equal. The 
players begin business soon after the bour of noon, and seldom leave off 
until late at night. The actor is most esteemed who can most frequent- 
ly change parts in the same piece,:in the manner of Charles Mathews, of 
facetious and yet of mournful memory. The “stars,” or very great favo- 
rites, are said to beenormously paid. But the profession is held in great 
contempt, the Japanese maintaining that the man who will give up his 
own character to assume that of another, for pay and profit, can have no 
sense of honor. As a natural consequence of their ban and proscription, 
the Japanese actors are the most immoral, Jicentious, and depraved peo- 
ple in the empire. 

But the most singular point of all that has been told us about the 
Japanese stage is the order of performance. Three long pieces are fre- 
quently represented on the same day; not, as with us, one after the other, 
in wholes, but in portions; namely, first, the first act of one, then the 
first act of a second, then the first act ofa third; then, returning to the 
first play, the second act of it, and, successively, the second acts of the 
second and third plays, and so on till all the three plays are played 
out. By this curious arrangement, any of the audience who wish only 
to see one of these pieces, or who have not patience to sit out the whole, 
may withdraw to attend to business or to other diversion, or to smoke 
their pipes and drink rice-beer, whilst the dramas they have no wish to 
see take their turn on the stage; and they can then return, refreshed, 
to see and hear the next act of their favorite play. ° It is said, however, 
that the Japanese ladies seldom avail themselves of this facility, having 
no objection to sit out all the three intermingled pieces, and employing 
some of their time in changing their dresses in the manner already relat- 
ed. Little more is known of their theatres, except that, in general, the 
actors are magnificently attired, and change their dresses on the stage 
still more frequently than the ladies change theirs in the boxes. 
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Exausn Artists anp Auriors.—Last Monday morning (May 7) rose tole- 
ably brilliantly, considering the awful times of cutting east winds and snow 
and hail-storms we had recently experienced, and by ten o’clock Pall Mall 
was well filled with scattered groups, wending their way to the exhibition.of 
the Royal Academy. It was the opening day; the Queen had been in the 
previous Thursday. Friday had been devoted to those lucky ones possessing 
ecards for the private view, and on Saturday had been held tiie annual ban- 
quet of the Academicians, at which your countryman, Mr. Motley, won golden 
opinions by the singularly modest, yet eloquent manner in which he returned 
thanks for the toast “ Literature,’ with which his name had been associated. 
But Monday was the first day for the public, and thither they flocked in 
shoals, not the profanum vilgos, not the ot polloi, by any means; the rooms 
were filled with lovely girls in their best spring toilets, with bearded artists 
—keeping their ears well cocked for the laudations which their pictures 
might receive, but resolutely shutting them against adverse eriticism—and 
with a crowd of literary and fashionable notabilities. 

Towering above all others, conspicuous alike by his lofty stature of six feet 
five inches, aud by his handsome, intelleetual face, walked M. J. Higgins, the 
great pamalistic controversialist on all social subjects, the “Jacob Rusium,” 
the * Thirsty Soul,” and the “ Civilian” of the Zimzes, in earnest conversation 
with Thackeray, his superior in reputation and nearly his equal in height; 
bearded Albert Smith, looking still a little pallid and pale from his illness, 
bustled through the rooms with his pretty chirping little wife on his arm; 
George Augusta Sala was there, making notes for his review in the Daily 


Telegraph; \.ttle Sam Lover hopped about, criticising with artistic eye and 
punning with Irish mirth; some of the great sons of art, Roberts, Egg, and 


John Phillip, flitted here and there, but I missed the pale, earnest face of 
Ruskin, and hear that he has not yet returned to town. 

It is admitted to be an excellent exhibition—that is to say, it is a capital 
gathering of good pictures, though there are none which attract such great 
crowds as to have a bar placed in fr nt of them, and a policemen to tell the 
people to “move on,” as was the ease with Mr Frith’s * Derby Day,” two 
years ago. You will generally find a gathering round Millais’ picture, tlre 
“Black Brunswickers,” and with reason, for it is a fine subject, finely painted, 
A you g man, one of the regiment of Black Brunswickers, is parting from 
his lady-love, on the eve of the battle of Waterloo; she is entreating him to 
stay, and he is evident y urging honor, duty, and all the known formule, to 
plead for his departure. The faces are both very striking—that of the girl is 
particularly pretty, and is exactly like the lady from whom it was painted, 
Miss Kate Dickens, the youngest daughter of Charles Dickens, our great 
novelist. She is engaged to be married to Charles Collins, (the “ Eye wit- 
ness” of Al/ the Yerr Round.) brother of Wilkie Collins, and a great friend of 
Millais. Frith, Phillip, Roberts, and Stanfield, are all well represented, but 
the public are grumbling dreadfully at the falling off in Henry O'Neill, the 
last elected Asso iate, whose pictures of ‘ Eastward Ilo!” and “ The Re- 
turn,” gave him such tame. His new work is a shipwreck scene, with a man 
volunteering to swim off to the shore with a rope—but ‘he grouping is very 
theatrical, and the coloring black and opaque. There is a very unpleasant 
affair conne-ted with this picture. A young artist, named Holliday, had 
executed a work on exactly the same subject as O’Neil’s, but infinitely its su- 
perior in execution ; this picture was rejected, one of the judges tn ing ONeil’s 
most intimate frind ! The matter will probably not end here. I am glad to 
find that your countryman, Mr. Jasper Cropsey, is making excellent way in 
this country. Ilis talent is highly extolled, and he is every where spoken 
of ia the warmest terms for his modesty, hospitality, and amiability. While 
on art topics, | must record that Abraham Solomon, with whose name you 
will be familiar from his capital pictures of “ First and Second Class,” was 
married on Thursday to Miss Hart, a member of his nation, and a very pretty 
girl. : 

In literary matters we are all alive, but the success of the Cornhill Mava- 
zine is already showing symptoms of being 01 the wane. That notable peri- 
odieal went up lik> a rocket, and is beginning to come down like the stick ; it 
is certain that its first number sold nearly a huadred thousand, and that its 
second reached] seventy thousand, but ever since then it has been declining, 
and now J should think forty thousand was about the mark. With a less cir 
culation it would not—could not pay, for it receives comparatively few ad- 
vertisemeuts, and its expenses are enormous, There have been already four 
tremendously heavy dinner parties given by Smith, (of Smith & Elders.) at 
his residence in Gloucester-terrace, at which all the principal contributors 
have been present, Thackeray is, of course, the great gun of these banquets, 
and comes out with the greatest geniality in his power, 

But there is one very funny story which will bear repetition: Smith, the 
proprietor of the Cornhill aud the host on these oceasions, is a very good man 
of business, but totally unread ; his business has been to sell books, not to 
read them, and he knows little else. On the first oeceasion of their dining 
there, Thackeray remarked to those around him, “ This is a splendid dinner, 
such an one as Cave, the bookseller of St. John’s Gate, gave to his principal 
writers, when Dr, Johnson’s coat was so shabby that he ate his meal behind 
the sercen ;” then eaJling out to his host, who was at the other end of the 
table, Thackeray said, “ Mr. Smith, I hope you've not got Johnson there be- 
hind that sereen!” “Eh?” said the bibliopole, astonished, “behind the 
sereen? Johnson? God bless my soul, my dear Mr, Thackeray, there ’s no 
person of the name of Johnson here, nor any one behind the sereen—what on 
earth do you mean?” <A roar of laughter ent him short; poor Mr. Smith had 
probably never heard of Dr. Johnson and his sereen dinner, 
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The principal contributors to the Cornhill are Anthony Trollope, who is 
writing “ Framley Parsonage” in its pages; George Sala, the biographer of 
Hogarth; Big Higgins, Monckton Milnes, Billy Russell, of Crimean Corre- 
spondent fame; Dallas and Oxenford, of the Zimes ; G. TI. Lewes, who is 
writing the “ Insect Life ;” Hollingshead, Hannay, Mrs. Gaskell, Sir John Bur- 
goyne, Sir J. Bowring, Capt. Allen Young, Dasent, (second editor of the 
Times,) and a host of smaller fry. The paper ealled “ Little Scholars,” in the 
current number, was written by Thackeray’s eldest daughter—her first at- 
tempt at literary composition ; it is pretty, but bears traces of being touched 
up by the paternal hand—as Thackeray himself once said to Peter Cunning- 
ham, who was proudly pointing to some anonymous article as his writing, 
“Ah! I thought I recognized your hoof in it!” 

With the exception of Dickens and Thgckeray, perhaps Antony oe. 
is making more money than any English novelist. He has a situation in the 
post ollice, which brings him over eight hundred a year; he gets a thousand 
guineas for his “ Framley Parsonage ;” and in addition to this, has just com- 
pleted and published a novel with Chapman & Ifall ; beside all he is making 
by his reprints and new editions, Some of his literary friends want him to 
give up the post office and devote all his time to novel-writing, but he wisely 
looks upon his official position as a source of certain income, and intends to 
stick to it. 

All the Year Round goes bravely on, floated by Wilkie Collins’ capital 
story of the “ Woman in White,” and by Dickens’ occasional papers of “The 
Uneommereial Traveller.’ The great C. D. is in excellent health and spirits, 
but he is beginning to sicken of London, and wishes to live entirely in the 
country ; therefore a large board announces that his town mansion, Tavistock 
llouse: is to be sold. while he purposes spending all his days at his rural res- 
idence, Gadshill place, near Rochester, on the top of Falstaff's Gad’s Hill, cele- 
brated by Shakspeare. His oldest son, Charles, who has been for a long 
time ia Baring’s house, is going out to Honz Kong on the 20th to quaiify 
himself as a China merchant and tea-taster; and last week a farewell dinner 
was given to him by his friends, some forty of whom were present, at the 
Freemasons’ Tavern. Blanchard Jerrold was in the chair, and an excellent 
a d feeling speech was made by Di kens pére, and a very humorous one by 
Robert Keeley, who responded to the toast of “ The Stage.” 

The last Australian mail brought us news of the death of Edward M. 

Whitty, who was at one time well known among literary people here. He 
was tle son of Mr. Whitty, the proprictor of the Liverpool Daily Post, and, 
on coming to London, immediately obtained an engagement on the reporting 
staff of the Times. Thence he passed to the Dai/y News, but his great suc- 
cess Was made on the Leader, in which he published his “ Stranger in Par- 
liament” and his “Sketches of the Governing Classes.” Tis connection with 
the Leader was broken off by a quarrel with Smythe Pigott, the editor, whom 
he afterwards terribly eut up in his satirical novel, “Friends of Bohemia.” 
Just about this time Finlay, the proprietor of the Belfast Northern Whig, 
came to town in search of an editor, and snapped at once at Whitty, who 
went away with him, and for six months did splendidly. Then he began to 
crow lax and careless, and his old enemy, overweening conviviality, got hold 
of him. His work was neglected, his brain besotted, his value gone. Again 
he quarrelled with his editor, and left his berth. He remained for a short 
time in London, doing oceasional work, and there suffered a dreadful domes- 
tie calamity in the loss of his wife and two children, who died within a few 
days of each other. Broken in health and spirits, he started for Australia, 
and was welcomed there by all the brethren of the pen; but his constitution 
too much shattered, and within six months after landing, he died. 
I am afraid, too, there is little chance of recovery for another brilliant 
spirit. Mr. Robert Brough, who is very dangerously ill, and having been 
for some time out of work, is in straightened circumstances, His friends 
have proposed a subscription for him, but it 1s probable that this will take 
the form of a volume, to which all of the first light writers of the day will 
contribute, and the proceeds of the sale of which shall go to the invalid.— 
Cor. N. Y: Times.

The Paper Duty and Book Import questions still stop the way. Our 
expectation that they would be settled within the month has not been real- 
ised, owing, we believe, to the fact that Mr. Gladstone is suffering from 
bronchitis. The inconvenience of the delay to the Trade is very great, but 
it has had one good effect: the public have heard all that can be said on 
both sides; and opinion has taken something like definite shape. One of the 
ablest articles which have been written on the question of the foreign com- 
petition, appears in the current number of the Saturday Review. The Legis- 
lature will not, we suspect, be induced, on grounds however special, to impose 
a purely protective duty, and there can now be little doubt that both Excise 
and Customs Duty will be entirely repealed. 


We have good news from Canada. In reply to a quiet, well-organised 
agitation, accompanied by a petition, which the booksellers induced all their 
customers to sign, an intimation has been received from the government that 
the recent infliction of an import duty on English printed books will be relin- 

uished, We trust that any other English possessions which may have con- 
templated following the example set by Canada a year since, will now aban- 
don the idea for ever: for we learn that the result of the experiment was a 
great falling off in the importation of English books, and as a natural conse- 
quence, the measure completely failed to benefit the revenue. 


The title of Mr. Anthony Trollope’s forthcoming work, some time an- 
nounced, is now given as Castle Richmond, a Novel, in 3 vols, Messrs.
